SZECHUEN'S WOES 

‘The terrible picture of the famine| 
tn East Szechuen must move the pity 
‘of all who have the slightest claim 
to. Imagination. ‘That the richest 
province in China—aiMicted as it has 
‘been for many years by administra. 
tive woes—should thus be exposed to 
horrors of destitution on such a seale| 
‘as has been graphically depicted by 
despatches from the spot, Is a source 
fof distressed bewilderment. Nature's 
failure to dispense the blessings nec~ 
essary for the sustenance of a larxe| 
agricultural area has been accentuated 
by a general backwardness in devel- 
oping ‘communications and those re- 
medial works of irrigation which 
elsewhere have effectively kept 
famine at bay. Meanwhile the Gov- 
ernment, as. well as non-official, 
‘agencies, are doing all that they can 
to mitigate distress. Tt behoves ll, 
who have the power, to expand those 
efforts to the greatest possible extent, 
for well-authenticated reports indicate 
that the severity of the famine now 
raging will be exceeded next year 
owing to the continuance of’ the| 
deadly drought. ‘The private citizen 
who is properly stirred by the news| 
of Szechuen's travail cannot do better: 
than support the benevolent agencies 
which are endeavouring. to. finance: 
the efforts of the workers now, 
‘engaged in saving the lives of the 
famine-stricken victims. 








THE PEOPLE'S CONGRESS 


‘The elections to choose delegates 
for the People's Congress which is| 
expected to mest in Nanking in 
November have been proceeding. 
‘Meanwhile the agenda for the Con-| 
gress has been modified by an official 
decision to confine discussion to. the| 
approved Draft Constitution which 
has reached {ts final form. This varia 
tion fom. the originally announced| 
plan is thought to be due to the| 
beliet that Dr. Sun "Yat-sen’s Inten- 
ions had been misunderstood | and| 
that it was desirable first to establish| 
the Constitution before proceeding| 
further in submitting to the People's 


Congress the wider issues of domestic 
and foreign policies. The number of 
delegates attending the Congress. will 
probably be about 1,440 for in addition 
fo the 1,200 chosen by election the 
Government is reported to have de- 
cided to nominate 240 other delegates 
from a wide field of cholce. It is| 

highly” probable that the Congress 

Ml approve the Draft Constitution 
which will then be promulgated and | 
come’ into force. It contains provi- 
sions which ensure continuity of! 
Political control so that the actual 
application of the principles of the 
Constitution in their fullest sense will 
be a gradual process. ‘The opinion 
appears to. prevail that, for some 
time to come, Kuomintang ascendancy, 
in the counsels of the Government 
must be maintained. Tn other words| 
the period of tutelage will not be en- 
tirely ended. 





EXPORT CREDITS 


On June 12, according to a recent. 
Reuter message the House of Com- 
‘mons without a division agreed to a 
financial resolution for extending 
from £26 million to £80 million the 
Himit of guarantees which may be 
outstanding under the Export 
Guarantees scheme. A memorandum | 
{issued last month ‘by the Board of 
‘Trade showed that since 1926 when 
the scheme came into force the total 
Value of British exports to all 
countries in respect of which 
‘guarantees had been given amounted 
to £123 million. The guarantees had 
been given without cost to the tax~ 
payer as the premiums received had 
fexeeeded the premiums paid and the 
administrative expenses. | The grow- 
ing demand for the facilities thus of- 
fered made It necessary to contem- 
plate application to Parliament for a 
Femoval of the restrictions. imposed. 
‘Those restrictions laid it down that 
the guarantees which the Board was 
empowered to make in connection 
with the export of goods wholly oF

SZECHUEN AND NANKING 


‘The serious illness of General Liu 
Hsiang. gives additional urgency to 
the measures which the Central Gov- 
ermment is taking to consolidate 
‘Szechuen's new relations with Nan- 
‘king. It will be recalled that, two 
‘years ago General Chiang Kal-shek’s 
personal direction of the campaign 
Against the Reds cleared that province 
Of its immediate anxicties. Recently, 
howaver, the praspect of changes ac- 
eruing from ‘General Liu Hsiang’ 
Miness stirred up the old Jealousies in 
Szechuen and it is also probable that 
the Sian trouble created the im- 
pression that the Central Government 
would no longer be able to give the 
province the special attention which 
had so satistactorily allayed discord, 
General Lit Wen, the nephew of 
General Liu Hsidng, was reported to 
be moving from West  Szechuen 
toward Chungking. The arrival of 
Central Government troops in April 
at first caused fears of a civil war 
but the “representatives of Nanking} 
were cautious. They made salisface 
arrangements with General Liu 

wt for the adoption of measures} 
{o allay popular unrest. Last month, 
however, further signs of trouble 
‘were apparent, General Chang Chun. 
vas despatched from Nanking to study 

the situation and General Ho Ying- 
chia, who had already devised plans 
{for absorbing the best of the Szechuen. 
troops into the national forces, also| 
revisited the province. The Govern- 
ment is inclined to take Szechuen as. 
a test case of its policy of unification, 
By putting the best Szechuen troops,

Opium Committee Notes 
Great Progress 


Geneva, June 16, 
Remarkable improvement in the 
legitimate manufacture of drugs, due 
to the operation of the Geneva Con- 
ventions of 1929 and 1631, was re- 
corded to-day in the report of the 
Opium Advisory Committee of the 
League of Nations. 

‘The manufacture of morphine and 
cocaine is little more than it was in 
1921 and of diacetyl morphine it is. 
only eighteen “per cent. of the 1921 
Agure. This ‘means that to-day 
there is a close approximation of 
world needs and legitimate manu- 
facture, 

‘The report gives details of the re~ 
sults of the ‘Chinese Government's 
Activities to suppress drug addiction 
Including the aim to reduce the num- 
ber of smokers by one-fifth annually. 

"The International Settlement in 
‘Shanghai has reported a notable de- 
crease in 1936 of the clandestine 
‘manufacture of heroin among the 
‘Chinese population, as a consequence 
‘of the effective enforcement of the 
‘new Chinese regulations in the Settle- 
ment. The same situation prevails 
fn. the rest of-China. 

‘The Committee's report, however, 
states that it is notorious that, the 


foreign nationals is paralysing the 
‘efforts of the Chinese Government. 
Nevertheless, the Committee is 
deeply concerned with the ilicit 
{rate in and the clandestine manu- 
facture of dangerous drugs in the 
Far East.

British bottoms. ‘The weapon would 
be a very strong one, but its use 
might very well be attended by 
very. grave. dangers, even to the 
peace of the world, for in the case 
me countries’ the blow thus 
administered. to their shipping in- 
dustry would be such as quickly to 
arouse their resentment and retalia~ 
tion. For that reason it would seem 
that a policy of subsidy is the best. 
That, however, Is. expensive; it 
might prove prohibitive if the whole 
cost had to be borne by Great 
Britain alone. ‘The recommendation 
of the Shipping Committee of the| 
Imperial Conference suggests that 
policy should be applied on a much 
wider basis and that the question 
of subsidising mercantile shipping 
should: become a matter for im- 
perial concern. This view is sup- 
ported by the suggestion that the 
question of competition on the 
United States-New Zealand route 
should be considered by the govern- 
ments. of the United Kingdom, 
‘Canada, Australia and New Zealand 
‘and that if assistance is to be given 
to the Union Steamship Co, of New 
Zealand It should be borne by all 
the governments concerned. Tt has 
‘heen said that the Canadian govern 
ment is showing some reluctance to 
enter into the scheme for fear of 
antagonizing the United States, but 
it is hoped that ultimately complete 
unanimity will prevail. On, the 
face of it, it would not seem’ that 
this fear is a very real one, for, 
after all, if it is decided to assist 
this particular-line by means of a 
subsidy it would only be doing 
something for which sufficient 
precedent has already been est 
ablished by the United States.

"The first Colonial Conference, to 
use the term then current, was held 
on the occasion of Queen Victoria's 
‘Jubilee in 1887, Exactly fifty years 
Jater_when ‘the representatives of 
the Empire overseas have met. to 
attend the Coronation of her great~ 
grandson, the same’ organization 

now an Imperial Conference, 
developed ‘by experience. of perio- 
dical meetings and by the changes} 
which have taken place in the| 
relative positions of the Dominions. 
afid the Mother Country, has again. 
addressed itself to deliberation on. 
affairs common to all members of 
the British “Commonwealth of 
Nations, as the British Empire is 
called when the emphasis is laid on 
the special democratic individuality 
‘of its member-nations. In a 
cordance with traditions which 
Toject strait-waistcoats for constitu- 
tlonal doctrines, the decisions of the| 
Conference have, no legal effect, 
although they are almost always 
unanimous, Nevertheless conven- 
tlons affirmed at these conferences| 
are generally respected, as for| 
example the resolutions passed at 
the subsidiary conference at Ottawa |

American trade agreement. It Is

The interesting debate on the 
Aclicate question of nationality| 
showed brilliantly how elastic the| 
framework of the British Com- 
monwealth can be. All the mem- 
bers of the Commonwealth, excent| 
the Irish Free States, have agreed 
upon the description of natural- 
born British subjects and, generally, 
upon the conditions of haturaliza- 
tion, All except the Union of South 
Africa, have made uniform changes 
in the law relating to the nationality 
of women married to aliens. In| 
Fegard to the definition of British 
subject, once again the Crown's. 
function of linking the Dominions’ 
and the Mother Country together 
is t6 be discerned in the fact that the 
term denotes a subject of His! 
Majesty and not, exclusively, a 
subject of Great Britain. The Con- 
ference has come to conclusions 
which give individual Dominions 
latitude regarding their interpreta 
tion of the rights and duties of 
British citizenship but recommend 
Sonsultation with other member- 
nations by any Dominion secking to 
legislate on the status of its own 
community. The common law rule 
that every person born within the 
King’s Dominions is a natural-born 
subject and that no person born out 
Of those Dominions could become a 
‘subject except by legislation is now 
modified by statutes of the Parlia- 
ment of the United Kingdom and 
of other members of the Com- 
monwealth. Uniformity in local 
practice has not yet been attained, 
nor is it likely that it can be as each. 
Dominion has its own special prob- 
Jems. For example, New Zealand- 
who incidentally is'ahead of all the 
Empire in her attitude towards the 
‘status of married: women—enables 
Samoans to be naturalized without 
giving evidence of a knowledge of 
English, as is essential in all other 
certificates of naturalization, The 
Conference does not seem to have 
come to any specific decision re- 
garding the lack of uniformity in 
the status of married women. ‘Two. 
years ago the: House of Commons 
‘was petitioned to follow New 
Zealand's practice and give a lead 
to the rest of the Empire on that 
point, the demand being that ony 
woman marrying an

The position generally 
may be summed up as tending to 
make the local status the basis of 
rights and duties and to treat the 
common status of British subjects 
as implying merely the con- 
sequences of common allegiance to 
the King. 

Domestic as the proceedings of 
the Imperial Conference are, the 
‘mere fact that they cover the lives 
‘of 500 million people—or a quarter’ 
of the world’s population—and ter~ 
ritory comprising 13 million sq. 
miles or a quarter of the land 
surface of the globe, must neces- 
sarily bring them into contact with 
foreign affairs. The unanimous en- 
dorsement: of the British Govern- 
ment’s policy of re-armament has 
carried a rider to the effect that 
that policy implies the use of arms 
in accordance with the principles 
ofthe Covenant, Nor is there any 
disguise of the Dominions’ re- 
luctance to pledge themselves un- 





immediate entanglement in Europ- 
ean developments. Therein lies 
‘the importance of the Conference's. 
support of separation of the Cov- 
nant from the Treaty of Versailles. 
"There is no need to recapitulate the 
easons which induced the arbiters 
of destiny at Versailles to base the 
League of Nations on that Treaty. 
Circumstances now make the as- 
‘sociation exceedingly difficult to 
justify or maintain, Realization of 
the hope that, in due course, the 
‘League-will recover lost ground and 
merge as a really satisfactory and 
comprehensive instrument for en- 








suring the world’s peace on truc| 
principles of equality, depends| 
primarily on the severance which 
the Conference plainly considers 
necessary. That will, in fact, be 
the first step toward removing the| 
inequalities which have arisen from| 
the Covenant's too closely con- 
stricted dependence on the status 
quo, as defined by the Versailles| 
Treaties. ‘The British Government 
now has full authority to develop 
its Geneva policy on lines which 
afford the best promise of con- 
structive achievement, 





A HEALTH ALLIANCE 
June 18, 

Not unnaturally certain mentors 
desiring to assist in the solution of 
local problems draw attention to 
‘experiences which, in other cities, 
they regard as pertinently worthy 
of Shanghai's study. Not unnatur- 
ally, too, Shanghal is often inclined to 
kick against the comparative prick. 
‘The stock retort “this is Shanghai” 
may be heard in various forms. No 
doubt this civic self-suiiciency can 
be too violently embraced. Com: 
parisons ure not always odious 
They may even be definitely helpful. 
Certainly they find a place in most 
efforts to effect reform or develop 
progress in other countries, An. 
ounce of experience is worth a ton’ 
of theory, Shanghai need not ap- 
proach Dr. H. G. Earle's directorial 
report on the year’s working of the| 
Henry Lester Institute of Medical 
Research in suspicious mood. Dr.’ 
Earle does not ask Shanghai to) 
admire outside efforts for its own! 
Improvement. He — proudly—and_ 
legitimately—points to the fact that| 
what Shanghai thinks to-day Oxford 
University thinks to-morrow. ‘The 
concrete example ‘is the triple 
alliance established between the 
Lester Institute, the public health 
administration and the _ private 
practitioner for the furtherance of 
‘the campaign against disease. 
Oxford's need for such an alliance 
was voiced by the University’ 
Regius Professor of Medicine la 
July. It was promptly met by the 
munificence of Lord Nuffield who 
made another of his spectacular 
gifts — £2,000,000—for financing 
research and post-graduate teaching 
in medical science at the University. 
This, in a big ‘endorsed the’ 
wisdom of Shanghai's more modest 
scheme of co-operative activity 
of which the Lester Institute is the 
pivotal unit, Having thus titillated 
‘Shanghal's amour propre, Dr. Earle 
properly took occasion to urge that 
‘the privileges of this enlightened 
policy involved the community in 
increased responsibility for the 
development of its voluntary’ 
hospitals—a reminder which, no 
doubt, will be suitably noted. 
‘There is urgent need for such an 
awakening in Shanghai, ‘The com- 
munity’s failure to give proper sup- 
port to the Lester Chinese Hospital 
is one of the most distressing 
features of the local health problem. 
‘The Institute cannot unfold its full 
usefulness unless it has access ‘to 
‘the resourees of a properly equipped’ 
hospital. ‘The Lester Chinese 
Hospital manfully endeavours to 
meet that need, but it is painfully 
apparent that the financial means 
at its disposal fall far short of 
requirements. | The voluntary 
[hospital here must be put on a 
sound footing if Shanghai is to 
preserve its reputation for civic 
efficienc; 

‘The admirable work which the 
Lester Institute has been perform- 
ing in Shanghai is sometimes over- 
looked, ‘The initiated, such as the 
officers of public health administra- 
tions, whether in Shanghai or Nan- 
‘king, and the body of general 
practitioners, fully appreciate the 
value and importance of the 
research activities carried, an so 
quietly and efficiently “at the 
Institute. ‘The general public is not 
so firmly impressed by labours 
‘which, actually, have already con- 
ferred great benefits on the com- 
munity. It is satisfactory therefore, 
in discussing Dr. Earle’s fascinating, 
report, to find an opportunity for 
Lnderlining some of the lessons 
which it teaches. Its quotation of| 
passages from a recent lecture by 
Dr. James L. Maxwell, to whose 
services Dr. Earle made gencrous 
reference which will be widely ap- 
preeiated und endorsed, was parti- 
cularly illuminating: Dr, Maxwell 
showed some of the. marked 
advances in the knowledge of 
disease during the last quarter of 
a century and the success achieved 
in diminishing the incidence of 





























‘science and invention required re- 
inforcement by attention to the 
mental and spiritual needs of the 
‘community if full benefits were to be 
derived from the general improve 
ment in the operation of medical 
science. ‘That is where the health 
alliance to which Dr. Earle referred 
may eventually prove to be so 
irresistible in its assaults on the 
common cnemy by obtaining a 
mastery over the mental as well as 
‘over the bodily powers of humanity, 
Whether this alliance be regarded 
as a form of collective security or 
a beneficent manifestation of power 
diplomacy, to use the jargon of 
another field of endeavour, It must 
be supported by the full ‘fore of 
public enthusiasm if the fabric of 
civilization is to be securely but- 
tressed against -the ills of mortal 
frailty. 

It is fair to say that, in Shanghal 
and, to a large extent, in China, the 
‘old ‘conflict between the exponents, 
of curative and preventive medicine 
has disappeared, — Their interde~ 
pendence is now accepted as axlo- 
‘matic and jealousies which formerly 
barred the way to their proper 
co-operation have been eliminated, 
‘There is, however, an ever inereas~ 
ing need to be ‘on the alert in 
ensuring public understanding of 
the significance of their joint 
responsibility, The voice of the 
obscurantist who asks what is the 
use of the research laboratory in 
the investigation of the manifold 
problems arising from the com~ 
plexity of modern life, too often 
obtains a hearing from impatience, 
ignorance or parsimony. It Is well 
therefore to note Dr, Maxwell's 
remarkable illustrations of what 
might be flippantly called the 
change of fashion in the behaviour 
of certain diseases. In the space 
of twenty-five years, for example, 
typhoid has become so rare in Eng- 
Jand that training in nursing tt has 
now become diMecult to acquire, 
Leprosy, to-day, is no longer a 
dread, ‘incurable disoase against 
which the community an only set 
up the grim defence of segregation, 
It can be made to respond to cura- 
tive treatment and, more important 
still, {0 those preventive measures 
which improved sanitation and 
otter economic conditions ean 
establish. Research is the magician 
at whose instance these advances 
have been made, Nor should there 
be neglect of Dr. Maxwell's implied 
warning against the danger of con- 
centrating loo much on one aspect 
of human. ills to the neglect of 
others. He commended modern 
solicitude for investigation of the 
problom of nutrition—its important 
influence on industrial development 
‘can hardly be exaggerated—but he 
rightly stressed the equally im- 
erative need for attention to the 
mental diet of the community. It 
is probable that there medical 
research, in the next decade, will 
find its greatest opportunity. ' Psy- 
chiatry has shaken itself free of the 
exploiters whose quackery retarded 
serious examination of its claims to 
scientific repute, ‘The psychiatrist 
thus will become a powerful coud 
julor in the treatment which 
Physical diagnosis suggests but 
‘which cannot always be successfully 
applied without regard to the 
mental processes affecting the con- 
dition of the patient. ‘The direct 
attention now being paid by the 
Rockefeller Foundation to this 
aspect of the health problem is 
significant, On those efforts and on 
such organizations like the Lester 
Institue is reliance placed for 
the duc mobilization of know- 
Jedye and experiment to perfect the 
defences of the community against 
the forces of disease,

Devaluation of the ‘rane did not 
have the effect it was hoped for. 
Prior to the passing of the new law.

40,000,000,000 had taken Aight trom 
the country. It was hoped that the, 
profit to be obtained by bringing the| 
‘money back into France and buying 
the now reduced frane would tempt 
holders to repatriate their funds. 
‘To some extent this failure may be 
attributed to the proposals to con- 
trol speculation, but it fs probably 
nearer the truth to state that M, 
Blum’s scheme of September last 
falled because his Government has 
rot yet succeeded in securing the 
confidence of the French capitalist 
classes,, ‘The flight of capital was| 
originally due not’ so much to! 
speculation in exchange, but be- 
cause of the very natural fear of 
what a coalition government, in 
which Communists played so’im= 
portant a part would do. A situation 
had been created where what might 
havg been a'very effective economic! 
manocuvre was thwarted by political 
considerations of very great weight. 
‘The trap, the capitalists fecl, .will 
have to be very finely baited to! 
obscure the fact that.a by no 
means unsubstantial Communist, 
party are only too anxious to spring 
it, That is, after all the position, 
for the Importance which M. Blum| 
placed on persuading the Com- 
munists to abandon their intention 
of abstaining from voting on the| 
Cabinet's proposals—not a. decision | 
fo vote against them, but merely’

‘The influential 
position of the Communists in M. 
Blum's Cabinet contributes to a 
‘general fecling of instability which 
cnust have a depressing effect upon 
the money market, The very, 
powers which, M, Blum is seeking 
‘wore opposed ‘by the parties com~ 
prising the present _ government, 
when asked for by such men as 
M, Caillaux, Doumergue, Poincaré 
‘and Flandin, Had the powers now 
yequired becn granted to such men 
fas those it is possible that they 
‘would have been used to such good 
effect that the flight of capital 
which Is now causing so much| 
anxiely would never have taken! 
place, and the serious predicament | 
in which France ow finds herself} 
would never have arisen. - Capital 
in these anxious days is a very shy 
bird, and the chances of M. Blum| 
achieving his end depends entirely 
upon his ability to secure the con- 
fidence of those owning’it: A Prime 
‘Minister who has to depend so ex-| 
tensively upon Communist support, 
as M. Blum has, cannot hope to| 
gain ‘such confidence. ‘That the

NANGA PARBAT’S TOLL’ 
June 2. 


Deep sympathy for the German 
Himalayan Association and for the 
Lereaved families will be evoked by 
the news of the terrible disaster 
which has overcome the expedition 
to Nanga Parbat, led by that ex- 
perienced and gallant mountaineer, 
Dr. Karl Wien. A few days ago, 
despite -a set-beck from heavy 
stiowfalls, a cheery message from 
‘Wien promised a renewal of the at~ 
tempt to seale the summit and more 
rapld progress in the effort. The 
expedition’s advance was being 
watched with admiration and eager 
interest because it was known that 
‘Wien and his colleagues were 
desperately anxious to avenge the 
failure which in 1934 had cost the 
lives of such courageous climbers 
‘as Willy Merkl, the leader of that 
1d the 1932 expedition, Ult Wieland 
1d Welzenbach who had originally 
planned an assault in 1980, and six 
Sherpa porters all of whom had 
served in Everest expeditions; 
Gaylay, Dakshi, Nima Dorje I, 
Nima ‘Tashi, Nima Norbu and 
Pinju Norbu. Nanga Parbat is so 
much more famillar to Europeans 
even than Everest and Kangchen- 
junga, for its gleaming whitepess is, 
Visible from all stations in the 
Murree Hills and in Kashmir, that 
{ts formidable qualities are ‘often 
overlooked except by the expert 
‘who knows how grim a protection 
against the audacity of the climber 
Js afforded by its wild seracs and its 
terrible ico-avalanches, even though 
it be mote than 2,000ft. short of the 
holght of Everest. It is not surpris- 
ing that the simple dwellers in the 
Himalayan regions believe that the 
‘wrath of the mountain gogs stands 
ever alert to punish intrusion. 

‘Though it be over forty years since 
‘Mummery was lost in his homerie 
attempt to climb Nanga Parbat, 
“none of the loftiest mountains of| 
the earth have been conquered and 
few of the thousands of Himalayan 
and Karakoram peaks,” to quote the 
words of Willy Merkl himself in 
describing his expedition of 1932. 
Since those words were writ 
ten Smythe has climbed Kamet 
(25,481ft.), ‘Tilman, Nanda Devi 
(25,645tt.)' and Spencer Chapman 
Yast month reached the top of 
Chomolari (23,930ft.) known as. 
the “Divine Queen of the Moun- 
tains” and till then held to be un- 
climbable as It towers over Phari 
Dzong, the highest town in the 
world, Everest still mocks the 
climber although ‘Norton in 1928 
managed to reach 27,000ft. on its 
slopes.

‘Thousands in Desperate Plight 

Quite carly in the spring it was a 
commen sight in travelling to 
groups of these folk moving from 
places where waler had failed. ‘Thou. 
sands of them demonstrated in-varl- 
‘us places to call attention to ‘thelr 
@esperate plight. Here they would 
throng the streets, knocking at doors 
and pounding at gates, asking to en- 
ter and dig up roots ‘of the banana 
which grows but, does not fruit. in| 
this ¢limate. ‘This root has a slight 
food value-but is not commonly used. 
Local subscriptions were taken up| 
and many responded generously, but 
Supplies are not adequate, Camps 
are established where old peopte and 
children under twelve may be cared 
for. 


‘A. fow weeks ago, at a place nine 
miles from Junghslen, Szechuen, 
there was a cave-in where folk were 
tunneling ina. hill side for ‘China 
clay for food, killing eight and badly 
Injuring others, 

Millions of bushels of rice are com- 
Ing into the provinee from down 
river, A couple of truck loads start. 
Ing Inland from a point on the river 
about fifly miles from here, were in- 
tereepted by starving people, some 
of whom threw themselves down in 
the rond while others appropriated 
the lee. 

Investigators for the local reliet 
committee report having found 
several families with nothing to eat 
except cakes of ground-up China 
clay steamed In wrappings of leaves! 
Some make a business of searching 
out ant nests and cooking the ants 
In brlek form for food, ‘Tree roots, 
sil worm pupae, grass roots, bark 
fof trees, leaves ‘of trees, roadside

These workers get no more 
than enough to keep them fit for thelr 
work. ‘The question naturally arises, 
“What of nursing mothers, small 
children, older folk and others who 
eannot be employed in road making?” 

Local authorities are accommodat- 
ing in camps, needy children and old 
folk, but are up against a problem of 
sanitation that they have no idea how 
lo meet. In a camp of over 400 we 
found two tubs, no wash basins, and 
‘one towel washeloth for every ten 
people! Eye trouble and skin disease 
Were ofi the increase at a rapid rate.

Combatting Evils 
Our problem was to do what 
was possible to better conditions, We 
fnvited some leading men whom we 
knew were interested.”

ain the most netitlogs vetues fone 
the food which they are able to buy, 
For a family of six persons, the 
minimum income needed to provide 2 
lot enabling them.to maintain sound 
health, according to this doctor, Is $70 
per’ month, Obviously, there are 
many families in which the income 
Is greatly below that level. Indeed, 
‘among the poorest of the poor” It has 
been shown that the income per 
head of cases dealt with by the 
Soclety for the Protection of Children 
‘comes to about $1.80 per month — 
truly staggering gure, reflecting 
the terrible state of poverty in which 
so many of the Chinese of the Colony 
exist, “Not only is It impossible for 
families of this type to rent a floor, 
or oven a cubicle in a tenement 
house: ‘many of these have to be 
content “with a bed-space In -the 
corner of sf cubicle, which is made 
to serve the purposes of the family| 
day and night, 

Poverty must, therefore, playa 
very prominent ‘part in this question 
of lunder-ngurishment, and It Is dit- 
ficult to sce what can be done for 
the majority of the people until, the 
general standard of living is raised. 
On this point, n doctor observes, in 
regard to the appointment of the 
Nutrition” Committee, that “if they 
are not in a position ‘to reetity the 
social system of the Colony, which does 
Rot provide wages on which the 
average Chinese family can subsist, 
they “can at least, by instructing 
people concerning the most nutritious 
lets within the scope of thelr purses, 
alleviate to some extent the mass mi 
nutrition now so prevalent here."

GIANT CHIMNEY FOR 
POWER PLANT 


345 Feet Stack to Cope with 
‘Smoke Nuisance 


‘A massive sicel chimney, the larg: 
fest of its Kind in ‘the clly, is-to be 
constructed at the Shanghal Power 
Company's “Riverside Station to 
diffuse Into the air the sulphorous 
fumes emerging “from. the power 
lant, which have hitherto been the 
cause of complaint from people to 
fhe north-west of the station. “This 
culminates ten years of grappling 
with the smoke huisanee in Shonghal 
By no means an easy. problem to 
solve, the partleular smoke nuisance 
which affects certain parts of Shang: 
hal Is suffered in another” part of 
the world, and that is Englond, 

“The smoke problem has been tax- 
ing the minds of thoso responsible 
in Shanghai for the past 10 years", 
stated an ofeial of the Power Com: 
pany to the "North-China Herald” 
fon June 17, “It started asa 
smoke nuisance pure and simple, the 
grit from the Shanghai "Municipal 
Electricity: Department's plant cous 
ing inconvenience to those in the 
district, “The SMIED. overcame this 
‘nuisance, but with the growth of the 
power plant another keind of nuisance 
sprang up. ‘The smoke and grit 
problem was conquered in the early 
30s, and the present sulphur prob- 
Jem followed on the Imposition by 
the Chinese Government of an. im- 
port duty on coal. This meant’ that 
thero was a greafer consumption, of 
Chinese coal, which has a large sul- 
phurous content", 


To Cost $450,000 

‘The action of the Shanghai Power 
Company follows conversations on the 
subject ‘with the Watch Committee 
over the ~ast two years, The Watch 
Commitiew were informed at thelr 
‘meeting on June 8 that the company 
hhad decided to erect a stect stacie at 
its Riverside Power’ Station. The 
cost Is now estimated at $480,000, If 
the slack succeeds in overcoming the 
sulphur nulsanee, two other stacks 
will be erected, 

‘The sulphur nuisance occurs only 
from April to September, when the 
prevailing wind is from the south: 
east. This blows smoke from the 
plant over to factories situated to 
the North-West of the. Riverside 
Station. ‘These foctories are situated 
close to tho station, so. that the 
sulphur has not had’ an opportunity 
of ‘being diffused before reaching 
them. Tt is still In concentrated 
form when striking the factories, 











Chemical Washers 
‘The Shanghai Power Company has 
done everything possible to overcome 
this muisaneo since 1034, At least one, 
fand sometimes as many as. thre 
members of the staff have been carry 
Ing out experimental work into the 
subject during the last three years, 
‘Special attention has been paid to the 
‘measures adopted in England. for 
dealing with the nuisance, which 1s 
being kept down by the most stringent 
regulations, “Recently ‘hres power 
plants in England have been equip 
ed with chemical washers. This is 
@ mast costly step, however, and its 
Success has yet to’ be proved. 

Last summer and autumn, Power 
Company experts earried out experl- 
ments with water washers, but {twas 
evident that no benefit” would be 
obtained from them. In addition, 
the ‘fitting of washers would be so 
costly that St would probably entail 
‘an inerease in the munlelpal rates, A. 
tant steel chimney was. nally’ dé 
cided upon as. the most effective 
means of preventing sulphur {umes 
from affecting nearby factory work: 
rs, This chimney will take the fumes 
345 fect into the alt, diffuse them, 
and so render them harmless. ‘The 
‘foundations are at present being ex= 
cavated, It will be fitted together 
with anew oiler and turbines at 
the Riverside Power Plant.

Silk Weavers Enraged Over 
Chinese Police Raid 


‘More than 500 silk weaver 
‘and. women, held “demonstrations. in 
Chinese territory on June 17 in protest 
‘against a rald by Chapel police on 
branch office of thelr union on June 
16, About 1,600 of the workers are 
now ‘on strike, 

‘The rald was made ot 10 p.m. on 
the oMce of the Third District Union, 
20 Hung Shing Li, Brenan Road, in 
Chinese territory, and it is said that 
the Chapel police, besides arresting 
42° persons,” selzed. a mass of 
documents found in the rooms. 

‘The reaction to the rald was io 
strong ‘that striking silk weavers 
@ecided to walk to the Jessfeld 
(Zaokadoo) Branah OMmce of the Chin 
exe Pollce Bureau to volce thelr indi 
nation, Some $00 of them; including 
‘many women, formed a procession and 
Feached the’ police station at about 
10 o'clock. The station, which Is off 
‘Jossfleld Road, in the past has been 
the scone of many mob manifestations 
‘ond was all but wrecked by demon- 
strators last year, 


Riot Cars Attend 








‘This time, however, the police were 
‘well prepared for an emergency, the 
red riot vans of the Bureau bein 
rawn up at the station and reserve 
being held In readiness for a charge. 

‘The leaders of the crowd presented 
three demands to the police. They 
requested the release of the prisoners, 
the retum of all the documents. and 
furniture selzed in the rald, and a 
promise that the action of the police 
‘would not be repeated. The demand: 
Faving been presented, the crowd wa 
told to disperse, which it did without 
Ineldent, 

‘Meanwhile the Settlement Poilee 
‘gbyerved strict vigilance on the extra- 
Seltlement roads i 
‘Well and Gordon Road districts and 
the SMP, Reserve Unit (riot squad) 
ttood by in the nelighbourhood and at 
the Gordon Road Station -throughout 
the morning and early afternoon.

Cootles Plan Attack 


Tt was when the new coolles, most 
of whom live in Settlement territory, 
were refused admittance by the old| 
force that*an attack: was” planned. 
‘The men who had just inherited the 
Jobs came armed with thelr carrying 
oles, which were ash sticks six feet 
long, as well as spears, pitehforks, 
choppers and axes, and’ were” about 
to proceed to the’ mill from Ferry 
Road when the police interfered. 

* The, 200 workers, supported by a 
‘much larger number of loafers, form= 
ed ina fleld at Ferry and Macao’ Roads, 
when Insp. Dudley, responding to an 
urgent telephone call, arrived with a 
handful of men. ‘The’ police, outaum- 
bered nearly 100 to. one, took up posi 
tion and Insp. Dudley shouted to the 
coolles to drop thelr sticks and other 
Weapons. Strangely enough, they 
‘obeyed the command, the polleemen

‘The annual report contains full re- 
cords of the year's working among| 
the various departments of the In- 
stitute, the three chief ones being the 
Divisions of Clinical Research and 
Experimental Surgery, of Physioto- 
gical Sclences, and of Pathological 
Solences, and is illustrated with 
photographs of some of the senior 
members of the staff and of various 
Important items of equipment used 
in the various laboratories, 

‘Dr. Earle's introduction to the re- 
port reads in part ag follows:— 

Diseases are not specific entities 
Uke plants and animals. and there 
fs a change In the incidence and 
character of diseases going on, nob 
only in different parts of the world, 
but’ also in the "same parts of the 
‘world at different times. This isso 
important | that T have” asked Dr. 
James L, Maxwell to allow. me to 
‘publish some extracts from the last 
Tecture he gave at the Institute, 
‘These extracts, of course, express 
the personal views of the lecturer, 
Dut “coming as they do from one 
who has played an important part 
In the “development of -modern| 
medicine in China, they should 
surely challenge our’ attention, 

In Retrospect 

“1m my hospital days, threo diseases 
were outstandingly common. Typhoid 
fever was the curse of the medical 
wards on account of its prevalence, 
severity, and the enormous amount 
of heavy nursing it entailed. So 
‘many patients suffering from typhoid 
came to the hospitat that a rule had 
fo be made that no more than five 
were to be in any one ward at once, 
owing to the strain it Imposed on 
the nursing staff, ‘Twenty-five years 
Tater, one of my daughters nursed 
for a year in the same hospital, and 
mostly in the medical wards, with 
‘Out ever seeing a case of typhold. A 
few years ago, the Secretary of the 
International Nurses’ Council was 
‘asked to secure training in typhoid 
ursing for a group of nurses. going 
‘out to India, and had to reply that 
Dractieal training in typhold nurs 
‘was almost impossible to got in Et 
and, as only when an occasional 
small and Isolated outbreak occurred 
were there enough cases in any one 
place to secure the necessary practi 
eal teaching. ‘The disease ‘has dis 
‘appeared largely as a result of the 
iimprovement. in public health laws, 
‘especially in regard to water and 
milk 
‘On the women’s side of our out- 
pationt department, one of the com- 
monest diseases was chlorosis, a form 
of angmia. that. was extraordinarily 
provalent among girls working in 
factories and workshops. AS a com- 
‘mon disease it has now completely 
isappeared, and this is undoubtedly 
dug to better conditions in factories, 
shorter hours, more hygienic clothing, 
and’ the alttacton of the open air 
‘and open-alr games. 

"The third disease to which 1 
should like to refer is_ tuberculosis. 
If mot as frequent in England then 
fas "it is in China now, it was ap- 
pallingly common, and’ took a heavy 
toll of lives. Inthe past seventy 
years, it has decreased by more than 
'T5 per cont. and this, again, has been 
due not so much to’ treatment, as to 
health education, and to improved 
‘economic conditions. 

‘Leprosy ‘Treatment 

“Leprosy treatment was absolute- 
ly In Ils Infancy and of | knowledge 
‘of the causes favouring the dovelop- 
ment of this discase there was none, 
Sogrogation was the only form of 
treatment suggested ond was an 
obsession of physicians and govern- 
mente alike, an obsession which un- 
happily has noy even yet disappeared. 

‘Singe those days the treatment of 
leprosy has rapidly advanced, _not| 
only through the use of the’ more 
‘modern chaulmoogra preparations, 
‘but still more ‘by’ the recognition 
that concurrent diseases, unhealthy 
living habits, and” probably nutri- 
tional defects are most important 
factors in the development of the 
disease. 

“The uso of emetine in dysentery 
‘was unknown. T well remember the 
coming of emetine, for T sald to 
mysolf, if this drug is going to do 
al that it claims, it ought to be able 
to do it even though no attempt is 
made to control the diet, T therefore 
gave my first injection to a woman 
in my hospital while leaving her to 
eat the full hospital diet. ‘The case 
was happily a very favourable one, 
and the result. in rapid clearing up 
‘of the disease was so striking that 
T have never forgotten it,

Licentious Soldiery 

“Again, we have an enormous in- 
erease in neuro-syphilis, especially in 
the larger cities, but here other ex- 
planations come in. During the last 
quarter of a century a ticentlous 
‘Soldiery has’ over-run the country 
‘and syphilis has become common in 
country areas where it was formerly 
a rare disease. Further, this, like 
other infections, has a tendency to 
affect tissues subject to strain and 
tress. A century ago, much of the 
population of China ied an almost 
vegetable existence, and of nerve 
strain there. was little. With the 
coming of wholesale brigandage and 
the appalling destruction by. Com- 
‘munists causing the unfortunate peo- 
ple to be ever ready to flee in all, 
directions, an entirely new situation 
of nerve ‘strain has been introduced, 
into the ordinary farmer's homes, 
‘and a tendency, formerly absent, has 
developed for the polson of syphilis 
to become located in the central ner- 
vous system, 

“It is a little dimeult to know what 
to say about the future of medicine 
in China. Interest is steadily grow- 
ing in the problems of nutrition and 
there’ is no country where this is| 
more needed than it is here. There 
sno race in the world which can. 
beat the Chincse as agriculturalists 
‘and despite terribly depressed econo- 
mie conditions, foods of a suitable 
‘quality and sufmclent in amount are 
nearly everywhere available. “It is 
to the eredit of our Institute that we 
are taking a share in the work of 
Investigating the nutritive value of 
Chinese food materials. Such know- 
Tedge ought to be in the hands of all 
superintendents of hospitals in China, 
‘The hospitals have to handle enor- 
mous numbers of patients on a 
charitable or semi-charitable basis. 
No study, as far as 1 know, has been 
made of’ the adequacy of’ the diets 
supplied. Many of them, I am cer~ 
fain, while adequate in quantity, are 
far ‘from adequate in quality, and T 
Delleve that less costly diets of 
greater nutritional value might be 
found to be available. 

Fagtors of: Incidence 

“The investigation of specifle dl- 
seases needs to be applied not only 
{fo the general conditions of disease, 
but to the special factors. affecting 
the: incidence in this country. ‘The 
Ideal, of course, is where seience and 
is application go hand in hand, and 
to my mind a splendid example of 
this is the recent work in schistoso- 
missis involving as it has done the

T have told you how certain dl-' 
seases have been practically conquet- 
fed in the West in the course of a 
‘ingle life-time, and I have tried to. 
Suggest how similar diseases which 
fare actually still on the increase in 
the East may be likewise overcome, 
but this is not the whole story. T 
hhold that the picture T have drawn 
of disease conquest Is not the whole 
truth. T suggest that while the con- 
quest has been a very real one, it 
hhas dominated the picture too much, 
‘and that it falls to depict the fa 
that there have been striking in- 
creases as well as decreases in the 
Drevalence of certain types of disease. 

“I will go further and suggest that 
while Increasing regard is paid to 
physical health. little is done for 
mental health, and still less for 
spiritual, though the three are un- 
doubtedly associated with each other 
to bulld up the complete and healthy 
man, which is the final object of ai 
medical practice. ‘These are the days 
when nutrition isthe slogan. In 
creasing attention is being pald and 
rightly s0, to the need of a balanced 
nutritional diet, yet the need of a 
balanced’ mental diet even in. the 
developing period of youth. is largely 
neglected. 

Dr. J, 1, Maxwell 


‘With the retirement of Dr. James 
Maxwell, owing to the age limit, 

Tnstitule has. lost one of its 
founders, and one to whom the Dir- 
ector owes a debt of gratitude for 
‘his guidance in framing the early 
policies of the Institute. 

‘James ‘Laidlaw Maxwell obtained 
‘nig medical qualifications in 1697. H» 
came out East in 1900, and except 
for the War years, during which he 
held the rank of Major. in the 
RAM. he was stationed in South 
Formosa’ for a period of 23 years, 
carrying on the work which his 
father had initiated. In 1910, he pub- 
ished, in association with Dr. Hamil- 
ton Jefferys, a book entitied the 
“Diseases of China!” Jefferys was 
then surgeon to St. Luke's Hospital. 
‘Shanghal, and editor of the "China 
Medical Journal," while Maxwell was 
Chairman of the Research Committee 
of the China Medical Missionary As- 
Soclation. “A second edition of this 
work was published by Maxwell in 
1929. 

Tn 1023, Dr. Maxwell was appointed 
to the important post of Executive 
Secretary of the China Medical As~ 
sociation, while three years later, he 
Succeeded Dr, Merrins as editor of 
the "China Medieal Journal.” It was 
therefore natural when I came, to 
‘Shanghai in 1927. that 1 should im- 
mediately seck the counsel of Dr. 
Maxwell in regard to the establis 
tment of this Institute, Dr. Maxwell's 
first appointment at the Institute was 
that of Librarian and Head of 0 
Division of Field Researeh. It was 
recognized that the research pro- 
gramme ot the Institute mrt be 
inked in some way with the medical 
work whieh had been carried on 
largely by medieal missionaries in 
different parts of China, and that Dr. 
Maxwell's position as editor of the 

‘China Medical Journal," which he 
continued to hold after joining the 
Institute, would give us this neces- 
sary link, 

‘Dr, Maxwell has always taken a 
great interest in medical publication 
in China, and only recently was ap- 
pointed "the first editor of the 
"Journal of Clinical Medicine” pub- 
ished by the Shanghai Medical 
Society. 

‘Although Dr, Maxwell has ceased 
to be an aclive member of the 
Institute staff, we are glad to know 
that he expects to remain in China. 
‘and his appointment to the Director- 
ship of the Institute of Hospital 
Technology (Hankow) will, we hope, 
lead toa better recognition of the 
Heed for training hospital techni- 
clans. In these days, hospital tech- 







































search is concerned, In fact, for this 
work a new type of individual is 
Feguired. who may be described as 
a hurse-techniclan. 

Outside Contacts 


‘The Institute has continued to 
maintain ils outside contacts in a 
variety of ways. Of particular inter- 
est is the work done by all Divisions 
in co-operation with the Health and 
Industrial Departments of the Shang~ 
hal Munielpal Council, and we are 
Indeed grateful for the facilities and 
encouragement so freely offered. 
‘Material has been sent for teaching 
and research to a large number of 
institutions and assistance has been 
given to others in the examination 
‘of pathological material. In this way, 
the Institute combines a teaching 
‘and practical interest with its re 
search activities, which prevents 
academic isolation and is all to the 


ood. 

‘Through the Holt Scheme and 
through study leave, Intimate con- 
tacts continue to be established with 
a number of institutions in Great. 
Britain, and we are grateful to the 
Universities’ “China Committee in 
London for the Interest it takes in 
Ghinese graduates sent to Britain 
under this scheme, 

Financial Provisions 

‘The annual report of the Medical 
Research Council calls attention. to 
certain matters in regard to other 
organizations which are of special 
interest in the development of this 
Institute, T refer to the organization, 
of medical research by the Tropical 
Research Committee and the gift of 
£2,000.000 by Lord NumMeld to Ox- 
ford University for research and 
postgraduate teaching in medical 
Selence. Both these schemes recognize 
that medical research demands an 
independent career, and that ade- 
quate financial provision must be 
made to attract the right men, 

‘The Tropical Research scheme starts 
with the offer of temporary fellow 
ships, but looks forward to the 
establishment of more permanent 











search. It is interesting in this con- 
nection to note that one of the senior 
fellowships has already been awarded 
to Dr. Ceell J, Hackett who was ap- 
pointed to the staff of this Institute 
fn 1932, but who retired shortly after 
his appointment, owing to ill health, 
pow completely’ restored. 

‘Tho NufMeld benefaction indicates, 
by ‘ts size, the importance of the 
project. It appears. to have arisen 
more immediately out of the presi- 
‘dential address to the British Medical 
Assoclution given last July by the 
Regius Protessor of Medicine at Ox- 
ford. Sir Farguhar-Buzzard drew 
attention to the importance of co- 
ordinating the work of the private 
practitioner, the public health officer, 
{and the research worker through the 
establishment of health centres where 
all, while still maintaining their in- 
[dependent position and outlook, can 
work in astoelation for the common 
good. ‘This scheme is of particular 
interest to us here In Shanghai since 
from the beginning, we have tried, 
on a much smaller seale, to establish 
co-operative activity with health 
departments and hospitals, and more 
especially, through our Clinical Unit, 
with the Lester Hospital. 

In commenting on the NuMeld gitt, 
the “British Medlest Journal” states 
that large benefactions always carry 
with them the danger that they may 
Fesult in impoverishment in other

‘Work towards the co-ordination of 
effort for the prevention of raffle in

national Association for the’ Reliet 
and Protection of .Women and Chile 
dren was inaugurated at a tea given 
in the Foreign ¥.M.C.A. in the after- 

‘Twenty-one organizations (fourteen 
Chineso and seven foreign) and 40 
individuals (93 Chinese and thirteen 
foreign) made up this international 
body which is an outcome of the Far 
East Anti-White Slave Conference, 
convened under the auspices of the 
League of Nations at Bandoeng. Java, 
in early February, 

‘The majority of Chinese delegates 
to the Java Conference attended yes 
terday's meeting. Others present in- 
cluded Baroness de Weydenthal, Miss 
‘Marie Wood of the King's Daughters’ 
Society, Mz. Charles Metzler, repre- 
sentative of the Russian Emigrants’ 
Community and chairman” of the 
Russian Emigrants’ Committee, and 
twenty others interested in the work, 

‘Mr, Hsung Hsi-ling, for7 éar Premier 
of China and chief delegate to the 
Java Conference, extended a hearty 
‘welcome to all those present at the 
‘snatigural meeting, He emphasized on 
the importance of combatting trafic 
in women and children and the neces- 
sity of international - co-operation, 
Hope was expressed that with the 
‘organization of this international 
body, closer co-operation might be 
effecied with the League of Nations. 

Government Support 

Mr, Hsiung pointed out that the 
work was not without adequate sup- 
port from the Chinese Government 
Laws had been promulgated by’ the 
authorities for the suppression of 
traffic in women and children, pro- 
hibiting prostitution, and also against 
Keeping slave girl, Work of the 
Aifferent, authorities had to be co- 
crdinated and the public bodies and

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LIFE OF UPS AND

Mr, W. R. Clouth Celebrates 
Forty Years Out Here 


From being private secretary to Sir 
Robert Hart to wandering the streets 
of Shanghai in search of a job is a 
far ery, but there have been many 
ups and downs in the life of Mr. W. 
Re Clouth, “partner in the firm of 
Hekking and Clouth, who celebrates 
his fortieth year's residence in China 
this week. ‘Mr. Clouth, who is a 
German citizen, was born in Hong- 
‘kong, and went to his native land 
the age of ve. He took the regula 
tion examination for entry into’ the 
Chinese Customs Service in 1807, and 
arrived in China on June 20' that 
year. 

“There ig one feature of that ex- 
mination which 1 particularly recall”, 
he told a “North-China Herald” re- 

tative in an interview on June

‘Mr, “Wang Yingechao, general 
secretary of flour mill owners! assoe~ 
fation in Kiangsu, Chekiang and 
Anhwel, told press representatives 
‘on June 19 that an embargo on ex- 
portation of flour and” abolition “of 
Import duties on foreign wheat were 
among the measures considered to 
check the upward trend) in flour 
prices. 

In former years when new crops of 
wheat were about to be put on the 
market, a bag of flour was worth 
about $3, Mr. Wang sald. But the 
price hinged ‘around $3.80 this year. 
During the past ten days, the prices 
‘nad again soared to over.$3.80 4 bag, 
and consequently the price of wheat 
‘also climbed up steadily. 

‘This “unusual "markei condition 
would not enly scriously affect the 
livelihood of the people, but, also 
gave an impetus to the importation 
of foreign wheat, resulting in. the 
flow of capital to foreign countries, 
Mr. Wang said.

‘This brief sketch of his career has 
shown that Dr. Sze, in addition to 
the high oflces he’ held. at home, 
hhas spent 23 years almost. without 
8 ‘break representing China at Lon- 
don, Washington and Geneva, not 
counting the years he spent abroad as 
Student ond as attaché.

Ainually {fo be answering telephone 
calls", sald Mr, Plastro, who when 
he is hot appearing with the orchestra, 
fone of the foremost In the world, 1:

orchestras, There is no peace of mind 
Yor a famous musician in the United 
States, 

‘The well-known orchestra of 120 
pleces is to celebrate the hundredth 
anniversary since its. foundation. in

{in this room, anid collectors can either 
0 personally and make thelr pur- 
chases, or order them through the 
ost, 

Stamps on display at the moment 
consist of the sirst printing of the Dr. 
‘Sun Yat-sen stamps, valued nominally 
at 1, 2, 4 and 20 cents, 1, 2 and five 
dollars; the total value ‘of the set 
(Gets only are sold) is. $027. ‘Then 
comes the revised. Issue of the Dr, 
Sun Yut-sen stamps, valued at 2, 4, 5, 
15 (green), 15 (red); 20 and 25 cents, 
1, 2 and 8 dollars, to the total value 
‘of $8.0; this includes the 4 cont 
stamp surcharged as 1 cent in red.

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342 INDUSTRIAL. CASES 
IN MAY 


Since 100 persons were affected by 
fumes or injured during a panic due 
to the leak of ammonia gas in an egx- 
[packing plant in Whangpoo Road, 
the number ot persons who were 
vietims of industrial accidents during 
‘May reached the total of 342. ‘There 
‘was only one fatality, however. 

‘One hundred and ten women were 
involved. ‘The causes of accidents 
to -319 persons are known with 
sufficient "accuracy; 217 were the 
Subject of detailed enquiry and in~ 
struction in prevention, 

‘ighty-three accidents took place on 
power-driven. machinery, but mone 
‘was fatal. Twenty-nine persons wer 
injured by falling, one fatally: and 38 
‘were struck by falling bodies. Nine 
recelved injuries from hot, molten 
oF corrosive substances. 

‘Classified by industries the greatest 
number—108—was associated with 
the food and drinks trades. Sixty- 
six took place in’ machinery and 
metal products trades, 18, one fatal, 
‘on bulldings under construction, 43 
fin textile industries, 19 in printing 
trades, 27 were associated with trans 
ort occupations. 

Lift Accidents 

‘Two persons were injured on lifts, 
In one case the foot of a girl worker 
in a cotton mill was caught by a 
descending lift cage. This wi 
made possible because the gate of 
the litt well hnd been removed. In 
the second instance a lift attendant 
was baling out water at the foot of 
the well when another employee 
entered the lift which had been Teft 
at the first floor and descended in It, 
inflicting severe ‘laceration on the 
scalp of the attendant. Inspection 
showed that the lift cage interlocks 
were not in use.

Dr. G. A. Frank Knight 

‘The National Bible Society of Scot- 
land has lost one of its leading 
workers and-organisers—Dr. G. A 
Frank Knight, general secretary of 
the Society, who died suddenly on 
May 2 at 06 Great George Street, 
Glasgow.

‘That was what the eighteen-year- 
old girl wrote of her feelings on this 
day exaetly one hundred years ago, 
when Dr, Howley, Archbishop of 
Canterbury, and. the Marquis of 
Gonyngham called at five o'clock in 
the morning to tell Princess Victoria 
that her uncle William 1V had died 
8 few hours before, and that she 
was Queen of England, For only 
six years of her life had she known 
that there was any likelihood of 

sr coming to the throne. Four 
weeks before-—such had been the 
methods of her upbringing—she 
received the first unopened letter 
‘of her life, one from the King 
stating that her allowance for the 
future would be £10,000 a year. 
Before details could be settled he 
had gone his way, and a century, 
the most brilliant in the history of 
Grent Britain, opened as two men 
knelt before the young queen. When 
she ascended the throne the popular 
faith in kings and queens wos on. 
the decline. In the years to come 
she was to revive that faith, she was 
to consolidate that throne;’she was 
not only to captivate the affections 
of the multitude, but to win the 
respect of thoughtful men, She did 
not know it then, nor did her 
advisers: she, as she states in her 
Jeller to Leopold of the Belgians, 
“felt_no oxultation; but something] 
ike fear,” 








‘That phrase is touching, ‘There 
was no joy in reaching the dignity 
of queenhood, no very human 
@elight in the high position to whieh 
she had been ealled, but an over- 
powering realization that no matter 
how much the Crown littered the 
yesponsibilities it brought with it 
‘wore such as to daunt the proudest 
soul. Messages of succeeding 
inonarchs on thelr accession have 
‘emphasized their realization of the 
heavy burden they have assumed 
when they have mounted the throne, 
ahd recent events have served to 
emphasize the very reality of the 
young Queen's sentence. It is not 
hecessary here to dwell at length 
with what Queen Vietoria dia’ 
during the long years she served 
her country. We are still too close: 
to the event to have forgotten much. 
of that, while those who have been 
born since have encountered much 
of it in thelr textbooks, It may 
be interesting to scan the many 
developments which took place 
during the sixty-odd years she 
reigned and the balance of the 
century which came to a close as 
fer greatgrandson, George VI came 
to the throne, to attempt to estimate 
how far the nation has progressed 
fom those days, and to remember | 
that if Queen Vietoria’s reign was. 
fone of the most remarkable in the 
history of the world, the century. 
which it commenced’ has been no: 
less extraordinary 


‘The first railways had been made, 
the first steamships had been built, 
vaeeination against smallpox had 
been discovered, though we can 
bring it into our century because 
the little Princess Victoria was the 
first of royalty so to be treated, 
probably with the idea of popularkz- 
ing the process, Great Britain wa 

a protectionist country as far re- 
toved from the Napoleonic Wars 
us we are from the Great War of 
1914. ‘The Empire had not been’ 
entirely consolidated, Canada dur- 
ing the first few months of her 
reign was in a stale of rebellion; 
now it is one of the most loyal and 
important Dominions of the huge 
Commonwealth the foundations of 
which were so ably laid during the 
reign of the great Queen. Tele- 
graphy had been discovered but the 
‘rst telegraph line was constructed 
in 1837. Submarine telegraphy was! 
not developed until years after 
wards and long-submarine cables: 
were not laid until the latter half} 
of the reign. Tt was only shortly 
after its close that the short signal 
ietween Poldhu and Newfoundland 
proved to Signor Marconi that 
wireless telegraphy was an accom 
plished faet, while in this year of 
race the Seeds then sown have 
developed into the broadcast of 
entertainment of the eye as well of | 
the ear. 




















From the weird railway engines 
of those days, modern monsters 
hnave been developed, the motor car 
has all but driven the horse off the 
roads, while in the air machines 
“armed with thunder, clad with 
wings” a larger realm command. 
Now means of locomotion have re- 
duced the size of the world in a 
manner which our forefathers of a 
century ago could never have 
dreamed of, industry and com-

Yesterday we took the underground 
to Asakusa (Tokyo) where'the station 
for the Nikko electric tram line ts 
‘on the second floor of Matsuya's de- 
Partment store. “With regard to this 
I have two observations to make. 
Firstly T cannot understand why 20. 
much stress ig laid on the name 
‘electric tram. These so-called trams 
are in every respect trains: but when- 
ever possible a Japanese will travel 
by tram in preference to train be- 
cause the tram Is usually just a 
Witte faster. “The chiet ‘difference 
feems to lie In the fact that on the 
trams there is only one elass. whereas 
‘on trains there is a second class and 
2 third class. 

Secondly, an interesting custom is 
the association of railway’ stations 
with shops.” Wherever possible the 
underground trains. both in ‘Tokyo 
‘and Osaka ran Fight Into the basc- 
ments of large departmental’ stores, 
‘and this adds'a certain liveliness and 
fascination to the simplest journey. 
Presumably Japan hasbeen able to 
make these attractive and eonvenient 
arrangements because everything is 
50 comparatively new. 

‘Not having looked up the timetable 
(there are usually so many trains to 
everywhere) we were punished by 
having to walt an hour at Asakusa 
UNL Bom. but it is an interesting 
place with a restaurant, and tims 
assed easily.

Disconcerting Incident with Bus Station Master : 
Exorbitant Highway, Petrol and Ferry Charges

Before leaving next morning we 
watched the citizens being drilled on 
the large parade-ground outside the 
walls, Elderly gentlemen were being 
made to run “round shouting the 
obligatory “yee, evh, san” just lke 
the youngsters, 1’ was’ given to 
understand that the former do not 
quite appreciate the blessings of 
physical drill. “Panhsion, by the way, 
‘was the place where on my way to 
Yunnan, "the station-master refused 
me gasolene; hie remained true to his 
principles, for this time when I more 
modestly requested a little water to 
‘MM my. radiator, it too was’ refused 
‘me, and T was (old to go and fetch 
It trom the river, a little way off 
‘The second day was uneventful, 
merely one continual elimb up and 
down over never-ending mountains. 
It was too late to reach Kuciyang 
that night and so T stayed at Anshun 
which, together with numerous other 
rivals, asserts iself as being the 
largest town in Kuciehow. 
Here 1 found hospitable shelter in 
the CLM. hospital compound, It 
was originally built with a special 
endowment fund intended for the 
use of the tribes people, but Is now, 
needless to say, chiefly patronized by 
Chinese. “On. the folowing day 
reached Kuelyang where I stayed for 
the rest of the day. 
Kuelyang-Yangtze Mighway 
‘Tho road from Kuelyang to the 
Yangtze runs almost directly duo 
north, For the 100 miles to Tsuny! 
‘another of the “second-largest” towns, 
T had a foreign companion who knew 
the country, so, that the drive was 
very pleasant, il} the more as this 
stretch of road is good and runs 
through low hill country, that must 
be one of the few comparatively flat 
parts of Kueichow. It is a great 
Doppy-growing district and as far as 


eye could reach the flelds were a 


blaze of colour, white, red and 
purple. ‘The poppy. was just ripening 
‘and in some fields the peasants were 
scraping the heads and collecting the 
Sulge. “Although some of the Nanking 
Parly were to pass along this route 
‘on theh way to Szechuen, T noticed 
that no attempt had been made to 
tear up the poppy in the felds along 
this road, as had been done on the 
‘Yunnan route, 

Presumably” the authorities had 
given it up as a hopeless job. The

‘Aller Tsuny! we entered the moun- 
tains again, and late in the afternoon 
crossed a high pass of over 5,00 feet, 
the name of which T have forgotten, 
‘but it has a very evil reputation in 
these parts. Though not as high as 
some of the passes we had crossed 
in other parts of Kueichow, it was 
the most dimeult plece of driving T 
had done up to then. The surface 
was very uneven with great slabs of 
stone protruding, the gradients ap~ 
Pallingly steep and the corners so 
Sharp. that it was diMicult to get 
Found. 

Philosophleat Mtuleteer 

We were lucky to have had fine| 
weather for the passage, as T doubt: 
whether it would be possible, if it 
were wet. At the top of the pass we

VIIL—CHUNGKING TO 
‘TSELIUTSING 


Former A Modern City, But 
People Anti-Foreign 


Chungking is a thoroughly up-to- 
date city in appearance, with many 
broad. streets and fine modern 
buildings, the huge palatial  edifces| 
of various banks being particularly 
remarkable. Gone are the days of| 
dark, narrow, torluous lanes, when 
the citizens, in giving a direction had 
to use the terms “left or. “right.” 
Instead of the cardinal points of the 
compass as in most other parts of| 
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Compared with a few years ago the Chungking waterfront and hi

came accross a muleteer, standing. 
Tooling at his dead mule; he said it 
hhad. died of sickness, and after the 
elim we ‘had just accomplished. T 
presumed he meant heart failure. He| 
was very philosophical about his loss, 
[so I suppose the animal did not be- 
Tong to him, and my sympathy was 
probably wasted, Many were the 
tales we were told that night—Iuckily 
for our peace of mind, after we had 
crossed {t—of buses crashing on this 
pass and of bandits lying in wait for 
uch of the unfortunate passengers 
‘as escaped the crash. These gentry, 
‘anyhow, have disappeared for the 
present’ from these parts, since the 
Advent of the 99th Centro! Govern- 
men) Division, a very smart-looking 
body of men, of which there were 
Jéelachments in all the towns along 
this part of the route. Sungkan where 
‘we stopped for the night was full of 
them: It ig the last large place be- 
fore the Szechuen border and the 
second bus stage. 

‘On. the second day we entered 
Szechuen and for the greater part of 
the route followed the very winding 
course of the Chikiang. The sppear- 
fanee of the country soon changed 10 
the typical scenery of the province: 
low hills with rice-flelds built up in 
Here and cottages of white plaster 
‘and black beams, with a bluish mist 
hanging. over all. And as we went 
north, the climate, too, seemed to 
fall into tine, for the rice-flelds be- 
came drier and ever more parched, 
giving evidence of the drought which 
fs afflicting the area, north of the 
river. 

Ploture-Taking Prevented 

‘Soon after two we arrived at the 
Yangtze having been a day and a 
half on the road from Kuelyang (300 
miles). I was about to take a photo 
‘of my car with the river in the 
Daekgrourd, when a gendarme came 
up and planted himself in front of 
my camera ond started putting me 
through the usual questionnaire, 1 
suggesed that he wait until T had 
taken my photo, but he sald 1 must. 
reply first. As a result, the photo was 
not taken, but then neither did the 
authorities get the apparently so 
much-desired information about my- 
self, 

‘Although I had been told, when T 
bought my cence in Shanghal thet 
it was a general ‘licence which in- 
cluded eleven provinces, I was made 
to pay $4, for having used the sec~ 
tion of the road in Szechuen, it being 
explained to me that that ‘province 
does not recognize the Central Gov. 
‘ernment’s licence, This was my first 
Introduction to, and typical of, the 
political congitions reigning there, of 
which T shall have much to say later. 
T next prepared for the erassing of 
the “Great River” which I had im- 
‘agined would be a long and difficult 














hina; and when the only method 
of progress wos in a closed sedan- 
chair up. and down never-ending 
stone stairs, To-day cars and motor 
uses go rushing through the streets, 
and hundreds of rickshaws ply for 
hire, 

‘A strange feature of the _tramc, 
which T have not seen anywhere else, 
were the hire ears, a kind of cross 
Detween a taxi and a bus. ‘They do| 
not cater for a single fare, but pick 
up as many os they can pack in— 
sometimes as many as ten—and drop| 
them again en route, for a few 
coppers. There was nothing to show 
where such a ear was going; so how 
the different passengers. all. managed 
o agree on their destinations, 1 could 
not discover, The rickshaws are not| 
‘entirely at “home in this very hilly| 
‘ity, and it is amusing to watch them’ 
come dashing down an incline, the| 
pullers clinging to” the shafts for| 
dear life, with tightly pressed lips| 
‘and anxious faces, and running on 
the tips of thelr toes, in their efforts: 
to prevent themselves being carried 
oft their fect altogether by _the| 
momentum of the downward rush. 

‘The city even boasts a modern 
water-supply which, however, Is s0| 
to say, still in the embryo stage, as| 
itis only laid on to hydrants in the 
streets and not fo the private houses, 
Near each of these ‘hydrants is a 
“water-shop” which delivers water| 
to the neighbouring houses by cooties| 
at so much 2 bucket, 

Disagreeable Features 

Despite iis modern appeariince.1' 
‘must ‘confess that 1 was ‘not at all 
favourably impressed by Chungking. 
From what Iwas told and myself 
‘experienced, the inhabitants appeared 
to be unelvil and decidedly anti- 
foreign. During my walks through 
the streets T was repeatedly followed 
by mobs of children shouting abuse, 
‘This, T understand, is a notorious 
feature of Chungking life. Anyhow, 
during a trip in the interior, one 
gots used 10" juvenile outbursts of 
this kind, and I should have attached | 
no importance to it, had It not been 
that none of the’ very numerous! 
police nor any adults made any effort 
fo check this nuisance; on the con- 
trary, many of the latier from tea 
shops and upper windows actually 
applauded, clapping. thelr, hands. 

‘The “student politician nulsance 
also is still all the rage in Chung-| 
king, a stage-which most other cities 
In China have long since got through, 
Littie boys and girls were standing | 
‘on up-turned kerosene cases in the 
middle of the pavements  lecturing| 
fan awe-struck " audience on the! 
iniquities of the foreigner and all the 
usual rubbish. In an Interview 1 
had with the mayor I was asked my, 
impressions of Chungking and am| 
afraid that my comments did not give! 
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much satisfeetion. But there tt Is 
‘the people of Chungking cannot ha 
Ht both ways, they cannot expect to. 
‘commend admiration as a modern 
‘community, when they are about 50 
years behind the times in thelr ideas 
and conduct, ag indeed is the whole 
‘of Szechuen, of which 1 shall have 
more to,soy later on, 


Climate Oppressive 
‘The climate, too, I found un- 
Pleasantly damp and oppressive, 
‘although, as a matter of fact, I had 
struck a patch of unusually fine 
weather, ‘There is the well-known| 
saying about Szechuen: that the dogs 
bark at the sun, because they sec 
It so seldom. But this year they’ 
‘must have barked themselves hoarse 
By now, for Chungking which Is 
generally under a pall of mist all 
the winter and spring, had been 
enjoying brilliant sunshine and dry| 
weather for months, Hence the 
famine in Szechuen, Altogether, 
Chungking did not strike me as a 
very desirable place of residence, and| 
Tam not surprised that 
the foreign community live on the 
hills on the opposite ‘bank, crossing

Something of a 
historical irony that the present ral 
way is belng financed by a group of 
Chinese “banks in Shanghal with 
the help of French capital, and is 
not being built by the province after 
all. In the greater part of its course 
‘the tine wit follow the present motor 
road and, although it will not ac- 
tually be’ laid on it (as was the 
famous Shans! Railway, for instance), 
it will ross and reeross it so often 
that the road will be practically use- 
Jess. T was told, however, that the 
railway is allotting the ‘provincial 
Road Bureau a sum of money to en- 
able them to construct a new road 
further cast, ‘That possibly is the 
reason why the present highway is 
being neglected, 
Uninteresting Scenery 

Except for two low ranges, one 
not far from Chungking and the 
‘other about ten miles from Chengtu, 
the moter road runs through easy 
and gently undulating country. ‘The 
scenery, for the most part, is very| 
tuninteresting. ‘The road takes the 
rst range by a series of serpentine 
windings, passing over itself by| 
bridges and one tunnel. It struck me 
at the time as somewhat remarkable, 
seeing that the range did not appear| 
to present any real dificullies war- 
ranting such ‘an elaborate piece of 
‘engineering. 1 was, therefore, not| 
surprised to learn inter that,, from 
‘an engineering point of view, the| 
windings were quite unnecessary, but 
that it had been so constructed "in 
order to avold passing through the 
large family graveyard of a cettoin 
general, the soothsayers having de- 
elared that the road would be un- 
‘successful, if it touched that particu: 
lar piece’ at property, 

‘Late in the afternoon we reached, 











to Changtu.: Here we had to cross 
a river by ferry, the only ferry on 
the road; a long bridge for the 
railway was already in course of 
‘construction. Shorily afterwards we 
assed through the small town of 
Neichiang, or Lelchiang as the Sze- 
chuenese ‘pronounce it, (For some 
reason or‘other, the N at the begin-

reluctance, 
Famine Rellef Road Work 

About a mile beyond Neichiang we| 
came to the branch road leading to 
‘Teeliutsing (30 miles). It has been 
constructed by the Salt Administra- 
lon and is a very good rosd, infin 
ely better ‘than the main ' motor 
road, In order to give assistance to| 
the famine vietims, the Salt Admin- 
{stration, under its energetic District 
Inspector, Mr. Miao, is ~ building| 
numerous other roads. ‘The one to! 
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News,” of June 17, 1877.

hreeches buttoned at the knee. The 
uunie has a large circular monogram 
‘on the back, usually in red, and below 
it near the waist there may be three 
straps crossing the back: and the 
broad white horizontal bands.

‘Without Stala or Patch 

In these men who so greatly in- 
terested me I was struck with the 
hneatness and cleanness of their gar- 
ments which were without stain oF 
patch anywhere. Probably they were 
fon a sightsceing holiday, and there- 
fore dressed in thelr best sults. ‘The 
shoes and. stockings were equally 
good. Some of them possessed silver 
watches and fountain’ pens, and one 
produced from his sporran’ a pocket 
shochorn. But what I liked about 
them most was their constant good 
humour. ‘Their bright little eyes 
were frequently puckering with 
laughter. 

‘We stopped at the Kami-yama Inn 


‘on this day as we were bound for 
‘Chuzenji. ‘The inn is a good one with 
o fault except a certain smelliness 
of the lavatories: but with regard to 
this it has to be remembered that 
sewage is a major problem which 
ean only be tackled systematically bit 
by bit. ‘There are many bits yet un- 
tackled: but after all you cannot do 
everything at once, even in Japan. 
‘The charge (board and lodging) is 
Y¥.5 per day: and our rooms’ looked 
out onto an exquisite garden: but as 
Tsay we were swept on to Chuzenji, 





‘A bus and a cable-car lifted us up 
1,900 fect to the summit of Ake- 
chidaira there we found ourselves at 
fan eerie height looking out across 
deep valley: and high mountains. Tt 
made one almost giddy to stand on 
the built-up platform where the cable 
ear deposited us. and for those who 
want a further thrill there is a dizzy 
ropeway: but it is admittedly unsafe 
in a high wind, 

"This mountain region is cold. Snow 
foll last night (though it is the end 
of May) and is still lying on some 
of the higher peaks. ‘The trees are 
either bare, or only just budding, and 
in Chuzenji we found the cherry still 
fn Bloom. ‘The season in these high 
uplands Is, therefore, a whole month 
behind the rest of Japan. After wo 
‘had been nearly blown into the abyss, 
fa bus took us by a good level road 
aeross the mountain sides to Chuzonii 
where the lake is something like 4.000 
fect. ‘The easy ascent to Ake 
chidaira, and the level drive to 
Chuzenji, hid from us the existence 
of the Chuzenji escarpment which is 
such a sensational feature in this ex 
pedition, 

T thought Lake Chuzenji perfectly 
lovely. It glitters all day tong in the 
sunshine, and the mountains round 








about seemed to me more interesting 
than those “surrounding Lake 
Harkone.

Coptain Bales has rendered a ser~ 
vice to the study of Chinese affairs in 
the middle of the 19th century by 
bringing to the ‘notice of western 
readers. the merits of the great 
patriot-soldier Tso Tsung-tang, whose 
Achievements are often forgotten 
because of the overshadowing renown 
of his fellow Hunanite, the great 
Viceroy, Tsen Kuo-fan, ‘The “two 
‘men were unhuppily in the position in 
whieh strong. men sometimes find 
themselves.
